The peace negotiations, how- 


ever, will occupy much of his time, 
as lie is specially solicitious for the 
welfare of the Russian and Japanese 
envoys, standing ready at all times 
to do what he can to make the con- 
ference productive, of tangible results. 
His discussion was mainly concerned 
with national policy with special ref- 
erence to the Monroe Doctrine and 
the' attitude this country should as- 
sume; towards Santo Domingo 
and 


tho oilier island neighbors 
ot the 


United -i'tatcs. 
The 
complete; text 


was as follows: 


Today I wlsli 'to speak to you on 


one feature of our national foreign 
policy and one feature of bur national 
domestic policy. 


Tho Monroe Doctrine is not a part 


of 'international law. 
But it ' is the 


fundamental feature ol' our en lire for- 
eign policy so far as the Western 
Hemisphere is concerned, a u d . i t lias 
more and more been 
meeting with 


recognition abroad. The reason why it 
is meeting with this recognition is 
because we have not allowed it to 
become fossilized, 
but have 
adapt- 


ed our construction of it to meet the 
growing changing needs of this hem- 
isphere. 
Fossilb.atinn, 
ol* course, 


means death, whether to an individ- 
ual. a government, or a doctrine. 


It is out of llio question to claim 


a right and yet. shirk 'the responsibil- 
ity 'for exercising that, 'right. 
When 


we announce a policy such as tin; 
Monroe Doc.tritu; we thereby commit 
ourselves to accepting

quences of the policy, and these- con- 
sequences' from lime to lime alter.

American republic wishes to see some 
non-American military power acquire 
territory in its neighborhood. 
It is 


to the interest of 
all of us on this 


continent that no such event should oc- 
cur, and in addition to our own Re- 
public there are now already repub- 
lics in the regions south of us which 
have reached a point of 
prosperity 


and power that enables them 
to be 


considerable factors in maintaining 
thi's doctrine, whicli is so much to the 
advantage of. a 11 of us. It must 
be 


understood that 
under no 
circum- 


stances will the United States 
use 


the Monroe Doctrine as a cloak 1'or 
U-'i-ritorial aggression. 
Should 
any 


of our neighbors, no matter how turb- 
ulent, how disregardful of our rights, 
finally get into such a position, that 
the utmost limits of our foreboaraucc 
are reached, all the. people south of 
us may rest assured that no 
action 


will ever be taken save what is abso- 
lutely demanded by our self-respect; 
that this action will not take the form 
of territorial aggrandizement on our 
part, and that it will only be taken at 
all with the most extreme reluctance 
and not without having exhausted ev- 
»ry effort to avert it. 


As to the second point, it' a republic 


to the south of 
us commits a 
tort 


against a foreign nation, 
such, 
for 


instance, as wrongful action against 
tho persons of citizens of that nation, 
then ihe Monroe Doctrine does 
not 


force us to interfere to prevent pun- 
ishment of the tort, save to see'that 
the punishment does not directly or 
indirectly assume the form of terri- 
torial occupation 
of the 
offending 


country. 
The case is wore difficult 


when the trouble conies from the fail- 
ure to nioei. contractual obligations. 
Our own Government has always re- 
fused, to enforce such contractual ob- 
ligations on behalf citizens by the ap- 
peal to arms. It is much to bo wished 
that all foreign governments would 
lake the same view. But at'present, 
this country would certainly not be 
willing to go to war to prevent a for- 
eign government from collecting a 
just debt or to back up some one of 
our sister, republics in a refusal 
to 


pay just debts; and the alternative 
.nay in 'any case prove to be tha.t, we 
shall ourselves 
undertake 
to bring 


some arrangement by which so much 
as is possible of the just obligations 


be paid. 
Personally I should 


always prefer to see this country step 
in and put. through such an arrange- 
ment rather than let a foreign country 
undertake it. 


I do not want lo see any foreign 


power take possession permanently or 
or temporally of the custom-houses of 
nn American republic iu order lo en- 
force its obligations, and t h e allorna- 
tive may at. any lime be that we shall 
be forced to do so ourselves.

Baron Komura Hands Significant Document 


To The Representatives Of Czar. 


OYAMA IS NOW EXPECTING PEACE 


So Goes the Report That Comes From St. Petersburg— 


The Terms Of Peace Are Said To Be 


Severe In The Extreme.

Japan's Terms Are Conservative. 
Japan, on the other hand, has not 


gone to the extremes indicated in 
some of the expressions of those close 
to the envoys. -The terms are said 
to be harsh, but it is Quite evident 
they are not so harsh that Russia, 
after getting all .the concessions pos- . 
sible can not acc'ept them. 


The terms have been cabled to the 


Czar. 
It is possible, ot course, that 


the Russians at St. Petersburg will 
reject the terms and close the negotia- 
tions, but'that seems hardly probable 
in view of the Russian suggestion that 
the terms are "subject to discussion." 


What Russia intends to do is to bar- 


gain and Japan has left a place open, 
for the bargaining.

The custom houses offer well-nigh 


the only sources of revenue in Santo 
Domingo, and the different 
revolu- 


tions usually have as their real aim 
the obtaining possession of these cus- 
tom houses. 
The mere fact that we 


are protecting the custom houses and 
collecting the revenue with efficiency 


of the law known as ' 
aniti-tni'st 


law. which was meant lo meet the 
conditions thus arising, 
have more 


and more become confined 
to the 


larger combinations, the very ones 
against whose policy, of 
monopoly! 


and oppression the policy of the law j 
was chiefly directed. Many of these ' 
combinations by secret- methods and 
by protracted litigation are still un- 
wisely seeking to avoid

quences of their ^illegal action.

type. Personally, I think-our .people 
would be most unwise ' if they1 let 
any exasperation due to the acts of 
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bly come from dishonest 
creditors, certain great corporations drive them 


into drastic action, and I should op- 
pose such action. 
But the great cor- 


porations are themselves to 
blame 


if by their opposition to what is legal 
and just they foster the popular feel- 
ing which calls for such drastic ac- 
tion. 


Some great corporations resort to 


every technical expedient to render 
enforcement of (the la\v impossible, 
and their obstructive tactics- and re- 
fusal to acquiesce in the policy of the 
law have taxed to the utmost the 
machinery of the Department of Jus- 
tice. In my judgment Congress may 
well inquire .whether it should not 
seek other means for carrying into 
effect the law. I believe that all cor- 
portalions engaged in interstate com- 
merce should be under the supervis- 
ion of the National Government. I do 
not. believe in taking steps hastily or 
rashly, and it may be that all that, is 
necessary in the immediate 
future 


is to pass 
an 
interstate-commerce 


bill conferring upon some branch of 
the executive government the power 
of effective action to 
remedy the 


abuses in connection 
with 
railway 


transportation. 
But in the end, and 


in my judgment at a time not very 
far off, we shall have to, or at least 
we shall find that we ought to take 
further action - as regards all corpor- 
ations doing interstate, business. The 
enormous increase in interstate trade 
resulting from tbe industrial develop- 
ment of" the last quarter of a century, 
makes it proper that the 
Federal 


Government, should, so far as may be 
necessary to carry into effect its na"- 
tional policy assume a degree, of ad- 
ministrative control of these great 
corporations. 


If, may well be (that we shall find 


the only effective way of exercising 
thi-s supervision is to require all cor- 
porations engaged in interstate com- 
merce to produce satisfactory evidence 
say to the Dept. of Commerce, that 
they are not parties to any contract 
or "combination or 
engaged in any 


monopoly in interstate trade .m vio- 
lat'on of the anti-trust law. and that 
their conduct on certain other spec- 
ified points is proper; and, moreover, 
tha<- these corporations shall agree, 
with a penalty of forfeiture of their 
risht to engage in such commerce, 
to furnish any evidence of any kind 
as to their trade between the States 
whenever so required by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, 
1: is the almost universal policy 


of the several States, provided 
by 


statute, that foreign corporations may 
lawfully conduct 
business 
within 


their boundaries only when they pro- 
duce certificates that they-have corn- 


respective States;; in other words, 
that corporations shall 
not enjoy 


the privileges and 
immunities af- 


forded by the 
State governments 


without first complying with the pol- 
icy of their Jaws. 
Now the bene- 


fits which corporations engaged m 
interstate trade enjoy 
under 
the 


L'r.ited States government are incal- 
culable: and in respect of such trade 
the jurisdiction of the Federal Gov- 
ernment is supreme when it chooses 
to exercise it. 
When, as is now the case, many of 


the great corporations 
consistently1 


strain the las: resources 
of legal 


technicality to avoid obedience to a 
law for the reasonable regulation of 
their business, the only way 
effec- 


tively to meet .this attitude on their 
part'is to give to the Executive De- 
partment of the Government a more 
direct and therefore more 
efficient 


supervision and control of. their man- 
agement. 


In speaking aginst the abuses com- 


mitted by certain very, wealthy cor- 
porations' or individuals, and of the 
necessity of seeking so far as it can 
safely be done to remedy -these abus- 
es, there is always danger lest what 
is aid may be misinterpreted as an 
attack v.pon men of means generally. 
Now it can not bo too often repeated 
in a Republic like ours that the only 
way by which it is possible perman- 
ently to benefit the condition of the 
less able and less fortunate, is so to 
shape our policy that all industrious 
and eflicicnt people who act decently 
may be benefited; and this means, of 
course, that the benefit will come 
even more to the more able and more 
fortunate. 
If, under such 
circum- 


stances, the less fortunate 
man is 


moved by envy of his more fortunate 
brother "to strike: at the conditions 
under which they have- both; though 
unequally, 
prospered, 
he may rest 


assured that while the result may be 
damaging to the other man, it will 
be even more damaging to himself. 
Of course, I am now 
speaking of 


prosperity that comes -under normal 
and proper conditions. 


In our industrial and social system 


the interests of all men are so close- 
ly intertwined that in the immense 
majority of cases the straight-deal- 
ing man who by ingenuity and indus- 
try benefits himself must also benefit 
others. 
The man of great productive 


capacity who gets rich through guid- 
ing the labor of hundreds or.thous- 
ands of other ii'.en does'so, as a rule, 
by enabling their labor to produce 
more than it would without his guid- 
ance, and both lie and they share in 
the benefits, so that even if. the share 
be unequal it must never be forgotten 
that tihey too arc really benefited 
by his success. 


A vital factor in the success of 


any enterprise is the guilding intelli- 
gence of the man at the top, and there 
is need in the interest of all of us 
to encourage rather than to discour- 
age the activity of 'the exceptional 
men who guide average men so that 
their labor may result in increased 
prouuci'ion of tne kino, -which is de- 
manded at the time. 
Normally we 


help 'the wage-worker, we help the 
man of -small means, by making con- 
ditions such that the man of excep- 
tional business ability receives an ex- 
ceptional reward for that ability. 


But while insisting with 
all em- 


phasis upon this; it is true that ex- 
perience has shown that where there 
is no governmental restraint or sup- 
ervision, some of the 
exceptional 


men use their energies, not in ways 
that are for the common good, but 
in ways which tell against this com- 
mon good; and that-by so doing they 
not only wrong smaller and less able 
men—whether wage-workers or small 
producers and traders—but force oth- 
er men of exceptional abilities them- 
selves to do what is- 
wrong under 


penalty of falling behind in the keen 
race for success. 
There is need of 


legislation to strive to 
meet such 


abuses. 
At 'one time or in one place 


this legislation may take the form 
of factory laws and employers' laws. 


Under other conditions it may take 
the form of dealing with tlie fran- 
chises which derive their value from 
the grant of the representatives ol 
the people. It may be aimed at the 
manifold abuses, far-reaching in their 
effects, which spring from overcapi- 
alligation. 
Or it may be. necessary 


to met such conditions as those with 
which I am now- dcaling"and -to stn\ e 
lo procure proper 
supervision and 


regulation by the National Govern- 
ment of all fireat" corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce or do- 
me; an interstate business.

afraid of each type of .legislation; 
and much the same kind of argument 
that is now advancing against .he 
effort to regulate big 
corporations 


has been again and again advanced

We have already good 


reason to believe that some of the 
creditors who do not dare expose 
their claims to honest scrutiny! are 
endeavoring to stir up sedition in the 
island, and are also endeavoring to 
stir up opposition to the treaty both 
in Santo Domingo and here, trusting 
that, in one place of the other it may 
lie possible to secure either the rejec- 
tion of the treaty or else its amend- 
ment in such fashion as to be tana- 
mount to rejection. 


Under the course taken, slifbility 


and order and all the benefits of 
peace are last coming to Santo. Do- 
mingo, all danger of foreign, interven- 
tion has ceased, and there is at last 
a prospect that, all creditors will get 
justice, no more and no less. If the 
arrangement is terminated, chaos will 
follow; and if chaos follows, sooner 
or later this Government may be in- 
volved in serious difficulties with for- 
eign governments over the island, or 
else may be forced itself to intervene 
in the island in some unpleasant fash- 
ion. 
Under the present arrangement 


the independence of the 
island is 


scrupulously respected, 
the 
danger 


of violation of the Monroe .Doctrine 
by the intervention.of foreign powers 
vanishes, and the interference by our 
Government is minimized, so that we 
only act in conjunction with the San- 
to Domingo authorities to secure the 
proper administration of the customs, 
and therefore to secure the payment 
of just debts and to secure the San- 
to Dominican Government against de- 
mands for unjust debts. The present 
method, prevents there 
being any 


need of our establishing any kind of 
protectorate over the island and gives 
the people of Santo 
Domingo 
the 


same chance to move already given 
to the .people of Cuba. 
It will be 


doubly to our descredit as a nation 
if we fail to take advantage of this 
chance; for it will be of damage to 
•ourselves, and, above all, it will be 
of incalculable damage to Santo Do- 
mingo. 
Every consideration'of wise 


policy, and, above all, .every consid- 
eration of large generosity, bids us 
meet the request of Santo Domingo 
as we are now trying to meet it. 


So much for one feature of our 


foreign policy.- Now for or.e feature 
of our domestic policy. 
One of the 


main features of our national govern- 
mental policy should be the effort to 
secure adequate and effective super- 
visory and regularatory control over 
ail great corporations doir-s an in- 
terstute business.

Sound, during the last week, guessed 
that behind the unceasing blinking o£ 
the white beam that guided him safely 
by the rocks and sand bars^ between 
Port Jefferson and Bridgeport was go- 
ing on a life and death struggle be- 
tween the keeper and bis companion, 
a maniac. 


Head Keeper Gilbert Ruland went 


ashore on his vacation Monday, July 
33, and the little boat that took him 
to the Stratford River landing carried 
back Coster, the companion of Assist- 
ant. Keeper Hulse through, many a 
summer and winter of calm and storm. 


Hulse sat all night long watching 


the great lens revolve its beam over 
the water.

Hulse 
watched over him three days, nursing 
him. 
The long days and night passed, 


and as Sunday morning dawned the 
prisoners in the 
lighthouse 
were 


cheered by the sight of a boat.
